Action, in Granik the users' purchase information is not used to determine which ads are presented to the user and therefore does not 
teach a third party system. The Examiner answers that Deaton is the one that teaches that the users purchase information is used to 
determine which ads are presented to the users and it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
application was made, to know that Deaton website server 324 (see Deaton figure 48A) would be run by a third party remote system, as 
the one taught by Granik (figure 1 t item 25), that would target advertisements to users based on users' purchases and consumption 
rates, as taught by Deaton. The third party remote system would register a plurality of merchants, retailers and manufacturers that would 
be able to track users' shopping activities and would be able to adjust the advertisements campaigns based on said users' shopping 
activities. . 
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
